Irs hril: obtlTvali't: diiorders were a qoick Poite, and adif- 
imltf ot Ereathing* In ahmt foar days the-G-ams were 
obierv*d to be fvTefrd, for which they were cut, and a!i 
fyoaj^oms difappearU ior ive or fix hours, after whjch^ 
they return'd, Notwithftanding Blood-letting, and the 
application of other Remedies, the Difficulty of Breath- 
ing encreas*d, the Pulfe became ftill lower and quicker, 
and in four days more the Child dyed. 

The &3dy was open*d» and the Flfcim of the lower 
MIy were found well conftituted. 

In rheTl^r^^ the Thymm exceeded the natural fize even 
in Childi^n. Tlie fore part of the Lungs appeared to be 
well difpos'd, buc the back prts were very hard^ and 
much inflam'd. Making Incifion on the difeas'd part. 
Purulent matter followed the Inife in fuch quantity from 
divers Cell% that it filFd the wounds as faft as made, and 
pieces cot from it funk in water. But as we approached 
nearer to the parts uaaffefted, the pieces became gradual^- 
ly more buoyant, till at length we came to the fore part, 
which tioated. 

1 he Cavities of the right Auricle and Ventricle of the 
Heart were til rd with a P^lfpm, which was continued 
into the fuperiour and inferiour Trunk of the FemCava. 

Opeoing the fern pHimmarh at the Ba/soithQ Heart, 
I found it there corapleatly fiird with a P#%ir (or co- 
agulation of Blood ) which was continued into a!! the 
large branches of it in the Lun^, and were eafily drawn 
our, and when difpl'-iy'd/ appeared as exprefs'd Fig. III. 

This P^!jpus affords us a better Idea of tha contrivance- 
and ftrufture of the Pulmonary ¥ein than any Figures of 
that VefRl yet publifht : For tho in different fubjefts of 
the fame foecies we meet with frequent varieties in thede- 
ftnbucionof the Blood- veflels, efpecially of the Veins 5: 
we no where find a more conlcant Regal arity and Uni- 
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iormity than in the trunks and large branches of the Pul- 
monary Vein 5 of which I have added two Figures f^/W« 
Fig. Land 11.) drawn after a Preparation of that Vein 
injected with Wax, and freed from the Lungs of an Adult 
Humane body. The Original Preparation is to be feen 
among the Anatomical Colleftions of the Accurate 
Dr. Jj/for^. 

Among many very confiderable parts of the Humane 
Body, not ill expreft in the Tables pubHfhed by Bidloo, 
and overlookt, or not known by him, this Trunk of the 
Pulmonary Vein is one ; unlefs he may be allowed to call 
it the Left Ventricle of the Heart, as he has doneTab.22. 
Fig. 7. A. which miftake and omiflion, tho very grofs, I 
correfted, without reflecting, or taking notice of the fault 
of the ProfefTor, and f ome hundred others of that work, 
tho I could not poflibly avoid naming him on near forty 
other fuch occafions, in my expHcation of thofe Tables, 
publifned not long fince in Englifh^ of which and the reft 
perhaps more hereafter. 

The Trunk of this Vein is very ill expreft in the xxxth 
Table of Kerckxingius^ Anatomical Obfervations, as will 
appear by comparing it with thofe here. However, fome 
later writers of Anatomy have been contented to borrow 
it, without obferving the fault. 

The Left Auricle of the Heart (^/W, Fig. LIL) in Hu- 
mane Bodies being much lefs than the Right, it was necef- 
fary that the part of this Vein next the Bafis of the Heart 
ILouId be very large ; Qh, A A B ) left the fudden ftrong 
iiiotfon of the Sy^ok fhould caufe the Refluent blood to 
recoil in the branches of this vein (lb. D D E E) and pre- 
vent a ready iupply in the fucceeding Diajioleoi the Heart. 
But the weight of fo much Blood lying in the trunk of 
this Vcilel (0?. A A. B ) does effedtually prevent its retro- 
cellion in the lateral branches within the Lungs ; (ib. DEX 
EE J and the more, becaufe the Orifices of thofe branches 
(iL DD. ) are not diametrically oppofite fat A A. Fig. iL) 
to the mouth of the Vellel on the Bafis of the Heart (iLB) 
its lateral branches making Acute angles with the Trunks 
as reprefented Fig; L IL Ep- 
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
